The new arrivals are quite up to 
the same high physical and mental 
standard as those who preceded them. 

There were several at the local 
station who could speak German, 
and to them the Sudetens told the 
same story as the others. They de- 
scribed how they fled from the 
country of their birth, leaving prac- 
tically everything behind except the 
clothes on their back, before the in- 
vading German army.

Nome Of Faust, Maicoim Sinclair 
Of High Prairie, And Claude 
Girouard Of Codesa Drowned in 
Lake’s Icy Water.

FAUST, June 15.—The worst dis- 
aster since the coming of the white 
man occurred on Lesser Slave Lake 
Tuesday night, June 13, at 12 o'clock, 
when Sheila M., the boat belonging to 
the McRae’s Lumber Company, 
burned and three of the seven aboard 
were drowned. 

Louis Nome of Faust, Malcolm 
Sinclair of High Prairie, and Claude 
Girouard of Codesa were the victims. 
Those escaping were George Davies, 
two LaPrette brothers and Frank 
Lalonde, 

The men had just finished gather- 
ing up logs and placing them in 
booms. The craft, called the “Alli- 
| gator,” was used for the purpose and 
for towing. 

George Davies had been sent with 
Sheila M. to convey the men now 
finished with the boom work back 
to camp at Two Point, leaving the 
|‘‘Alligator” and its tow of logs at 
the Narrows. 
| Says Mr. Davies: “We got about two 
or three miles on our way to Two 
Point on the north shore when the 
accident occurred. The engine back- 
fired and, like a flash, there was fire 
all over the bottom of the boat, 
borne by the gasoline on the little 


|/water there. 


| “The boys were lying down and 1| 


yelled ‘Fire!’ We threw on the 
blankets, but we couldn’t smother it, 
It only burned up the blankets, leav- 
jing us helpless to put it out.” 

| George told of how strange it was

|}pened to think of it and yelled for 
them to put it in the water.

When the province was formed in 
1905, said Mr. Sharpe, it had no debt, 
and in 1935, when the present govern- 
ment took power, the debt had 
reached the colossal figure of almost 
»160,000,000, In 1935 the interest on 
bonded indebtedness was over 
58,000,000 and the revenue was about 
$18,000,000. The present government

“The climate of the Arctic is not an 
insurmountable obstacle to white 
settlement,” contends Dr. Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson, in the April number of 
“Foreign Affairs,” but “at present,” 
he says, “only the Soviets are util- 
izing the resources of the Arctic and 
sub-Arctic on a large scale.” Canada 
has demonstrated farm and garden 
production north of the Circle, has 
made progress in Arctic mining and 
has taken a progressive step by in- 
troducing the reindeer into the lower 
Mackenzie district. Commercial and 
agricultural development is taking 
place in the lower three-quarters of 
Alaska.

It 
is both palatable and nutritious and 
when cut early is an exceedingly 
valuable fodder. Colonel W. R. Peel, 
D.S.O., M.A., in his book on Grass- 
land Managament, says that timothy 
hay should be cut before the heads 
have emerged, and none can dispute 
the wisdom of the statement. 

The percentage of digestible pro- 
tein is largely the measure of quality 
in hay. Protein is high in nitrogen; 
consequently, nitrogenous fertilizers, 
such as sulphate of ammonia, nitrate 
|of soda and cynamide, applied at the 
|proper time, will definitely increase 
the protein content of the grasses, as 
|Dr. Shutt’s investigations have shown. 

In the Journal of the Ministry of 
Agriculture fo: April, 1939, there 
appeared an interesting report by A. 
H. Lewis, Jealott’s Hill Research 
Station, Bracknell, Berks,. England, 
on improving the quality of hay. The 
author refers to experiments carried 
out by Sprague and Hawkins in the 
United States, who found that the 
protein content of hay grasses could 


-|be increased substantially by applica- 


| tions of nitrogen fertilizers from 10 to 
20 days before harvesting. During 
the season of 1938, at Jealott’s Hill, 
Lewis made extensive trials on re- 
plicated plots, the results confirmin 
those obtained by Sprague an 
Hawkins. 

Lewis points out that much of the 
hay crop in Great Britain has a very 
low protein content, the average 
being only 7.58% of crude protein. 
Applications of nitrogen fertilizers in 
early spring usually increase yields 
and total protein, but not the per- 
centage of protein. In the Jealott’s 
Hill trials no significant difference

Soil Defects Shown 
By Chemical Test 


A turnip patch or a grain field is 
|made up of countless soil particles 
containing simple and complex chem- 
ical substances, the relative propor- 
|tion of each changing as the crop 
}uses up the readily available supply, 
jsays G. R. Snyder, soil chemist. 

Part of the farmer’s job is to 
handle the soil in such a manner as 
to promote chemical activity, so that 
the changing of the more complex 
forms of nitrogen and mineral com- 


pounds to the simpler water-soluble 
forms will be rapid enough to supply 
the demands of the growing crop. 

Soil bacteria are the workers that 
speed up chemical activity. They 
thrive best when the soil is well sup- 
plied with lime, nitrogen, phosphate 
and organic matter high in nitrogen, 
such as obtained from crop residues, 
manure, legume or rye crops plowed 
in. 
blown away the farmer loses not only 
the soil particles but also much of the 
bacterial life. 

When crop growth is unsatisfactory 
the soil should be carefully examined 
for a deficiency of one or more of the 
essential plant food substances, or an 
unfavorable soil reaction which may 
be too acid or too alkaline. A chem- 
ical soil test is likely to reveal the 
trouble. 

Several agricultural experiment 
stations and certain manufacturers of 
commercial fertilizer provide a free 
soil-testing service, so that the only 
cost to the farmer is the postage on 
the sample submitted. In the taking 
of samples an important factor is to 
ensure that the soil collected is repre- 


sentative of the area being studied. | 


A statement giving brief but full de- 
tails regarding recent manuring and 
cropping history of the field should 
be sent with the sample. This in- 
formation aids the correct interpreta- 
tion of the results yielded by the test. 

The technique of sampling is 
simple. Areas of the same field that 
have been treated differently (with 
lime or otherwise) or are behaving 
in a different manner should be kept 
separate. 

Equipped with a clean shovel and 
pail, the farmer goes to the field 
and digs a square-sided ,hole to ap- 
proximately plow depth. He takes 
a slice of soil about one-quarter inch 
thick from top of soil to bottom of 
hole. Proceeding in the same man- 
ner, he takes several samples from 
various parts of the area and then 
mixes them together thoroughly. 
About one cupful of this representa- 
tive sample is all that is required for 
the test. In the case of alfalfa and 
other deep-rooted crops, a sample of 
subsoil also is desirable.
